The -monarcho-fasc^st government, realizing 
that the eviction of the Jews would arouse a 
wave of protest among the democratic majority 
of the Bulgarian nation, decided to act by 
stages. 

First it deported the Jews from Thrace and 
Macedouia, two regions which had been incor- 
porated into Bulgaria so that the local Jews 
had become part of the Bulgarian nation. It is 
precisely for this -reason that the monarcho- 
fascist directed their first blow against them. 
The deportation of the Jews from Aegean 
Thrace and Macedonia was carried out sud- 
denly and quickly, but the crime was exposed 
by progressive public opinion. The people were 
alert and kept watch over the fate of the 
remaining Jewish population.
